An overcast morning sky greeted 
those gathered for the ribbon-cutting, 
but in the hearts of the 18 new resident 
families, invited guests, Jersey City 
Mayor, Bret Schundler and onlookers, 
the day was filled with sunshine. 

The symbolic cutting of the green 
and white ribbon that morning com- 
pleted Phase II of the Ocean-Bayview 
Courts rental apartments. The 2 and 
3 bedroom units demonstrated a new 
beginning for 18 families who will live 
in the nine 2-story modular built 
homes on Ocean Avenue in Jersey 
City. 

The attractive complex replaces va- 
cant lots and abandoned buildings 
creating the nucleus of a renewed 
neighborhood. Sarah White, one of the 
new residents, knows that the sur- 
rounding area has problems, but said, 
"It’s a big difference after living in the 
projects for 15 years.’ When she 
received a call on her job that she had 
been accepted as one of the residents 
she began to cry, and fellow employees

new home.” Her two children are 
pleased, especially her 9 year old son 
who is “overjoyed about his own 
room,” 


She is determined to organize the 


new residents to keep the complex in 
good shape. 

These 18 units join the 15 previous- 
ly erected on Ocean and Van Nostrand 
Avenue. They represent a joint ven- 
ture with Colgate-Palmolive and serve 
as a model of public/private partner- 
ship. The financial resources were pro- 
vided by Colgate-Palmolive, Jersey Ci- 
ty Redevelopment Agency, Pamrapo 
Savings Bank, NY Federal Home 
Loan Bank and National Equity Fund. 
The low-income residents are chosen 
from:the State’s Affordable Housing 
waiting list meeting financial 
restrictions. 

When asked recently how she felt 
about her new home, Patricia Curry 
said, “Today is May 24th, the one 
month anniversary of Bayview Phase 
II; it’s been a great pleasure.” She said 
she thanks God every day for her new 
home and “will strive to keep it 
together no matter what it takes,” for 
she has 2 little girls to provide for.

On Monday, May 10th, the newest 
of New Community Corporation’s 
human services programs began 
operations. The New Community Cor- 
poration Center For Employment 
Training (NCC CET) began operating 
with three classes of 25 Harmony 
House residents as the first students. 
The Harmony House group is the first 
of many groups which will supply 
students for this new job training 
enterprise modeled after the highly 
successful San Jose, California Center 


For Employment Training. 

The new trainees are enrolled in 
training in three skills areas. One 
group is studying Commercial Food 
Service, another group is enrolled in 
Home Health Aide Training, and a 
third group is in the Building 
Maintenance Technician course. The 
three instructors are all NCC staff 
members on temporary assignment to 
the NCC CET who attended CET 
Replication Training in San Jose, 
California, last month (see May issue

basic educational instruction in- 
tegrated into the skills training cur- 
riculum.

Aggressive job develop- 
ment through strong contacts with 
local employers complete the CET 
approach. 

The New Community CET has been 
in the planning stage for two years. A 
large NCC planning team led by NCC 
Director of Human Services Florence

Williams has been heavily involved in 
planning the transfer of technology 
that has enabled the New Communi- 
ty CET to become the first operating 
CET in the New York/Newark 
Metropolitan area and indeed, in New 
Jersey. Ms. Williams and James 
Gerofsky, Assistant Director of 
Development are responsible for 
leading the teams which wrote over six 
successful, grant proposals totalling 
over $2 million which will fund either 
the construction of a new facility to 
house the NCC CET or operation and 
tuition for students, 

The funding of training for the Har 
mony House students is paid by a 
grant from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) Transitional Housing program. 
The total amount granted is 
$961,000.00 which will pay for the 
training of 90 Harmony House 
residents in each of the next five years. 
This grant, coupled with the variety 
of other programs and services 
available to Harmony House 
residents, is one of the assets which 
has made Harmony House an award 
winning program. 

Thanks to grants from the Victoria 
Foundation and the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services, NCC 
has acquired property located at 201 
Bergen Street, on which the new 
Center for Employment Training will 
be built. Another grant from the Vic- 
toria Foundation has funded project 
planning activities. From 10 to 12 
skills will be taught in this new train- 
ing facility and a day care center to 
house 60 infants and pre-schoolers of

Alston, and Migdalia Martinez, Mon- 
signor and Father Fabio read the 
gospel in both languages as well. Then 
Bishop Francis began his talk by 
stating, “This is the homily I really 
wanted to do.” 

He went on to recall his first meeting 
with Father Bill Linder 17 years ago 
at the behest of Archbishop Peter 
Gerety. He wondered then if this 
young priest who had a “blossoming 
vision” of what could be accomplish- 
ed was “a hopeless romantic, a 
hopeless visionary. Did he live in the 


real world of poverty?” The bishop

1967 with community leaders of that time. 


30 Years Have Gone By Quickly 


Thirty years ago, the ordination of 
Wm. J. Linder began a priestly career 
like many others; he was assigned as 
parish priest to Queen of Angels, an in- 
ner city parish in the Central Ward of 
Newark. There he listened to the 
stories of everyday life struggles and 
lack of self-dignity and injustice which 
beset his congregation. 

Housing conditions and the futility 
of efforts to help themselves struck a 
chord. With a background in engineer- 
ing at Manhattan College before his 
entrance into the priesthood, Father 
Linder could see the self-defeating 
design of the Newark Housing 
Authority projects in which many of 
his people were forced to live. 

In 1966, after gathering residents 
together to work for housing change 
and self-dignity, he set upon a course 
whereby they could change their own 
lives and live proudly. 

New Community Corporation was 
born. 

One of Father’s favorite sayings is, 
“Give a person a fish and you feed 
them for a day; teach them how to fish 
and you feed them for life.” So he, 
himself, began to learn “how to fish” 
and to pass on that knowledge to them. 

His search for knowledge led him 
from the Wharton School in Penn- 
sylvania to the Centre Intercultural de 
Documentacion in Cuernavaca, Mex- 
ico, and from the Institute for Profes- 
sional Development at Rutgers 
University tothe National Real Estate 
Development Center in Washington, 
D.C. 

And all the while New Community 
grew. 

In 1974 he became administrator of 
St. Rose of Lima Parish, and the Ar- 
chdiocese of Newark chose him as 
director of research and planning. 
Finally in 1977 he became pastor of St. 


Rose, where he serves today. 

Always the balance of the people’s 
needs and his priestly commitment to 
serve others has been maintained 
along the circuitous public/church 
road he has traveled. 


His work for the underserved has 
generated many awards, such as the 
New Jersey Pride Award for Com- 
munity Development - 1987, The 
Governor’s Gold Medal - 1990, The 
MacArthur Foundation Fellowship 
Award (Genius Award) - 1991, and 
this year’s honor of being one of Presi- 
dent Clinton’s Faces of Hope at his 
inauguration. 

That the people he serves have 
benefited from his priestly dedication 
can be seen in the 2,400 units of decent 
safe housing enjoyed by New Com- 
munity residents, with an extended 
care facility just up the street, and a 
transitional homeless facility where 
102 families can receive all the help 
they need to get back on their feet 
through employment training and 
daycare while learning. The ac- 
complishments are endless. 


The elderly especially bless him 
every day as they walk to the nearby 
New Community/Pathmark Super- 
market to enjoy not only excellent food 
marketing, but visits with their 
friends and neighbors, a far cry from 
carrying home their groceries on buses 
from out of town as they had to do for 
so many years because of the devasta- 
tion following the 1967 disorders. 


We thank God for the many talents 
He has bestowed on Father Linder 
which have been used to serve God’s 
people so well and we ask His blessings 
on him as he celebrates the 30th An- 
niversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood. 

What will the next 30 years hold? 


realized quickly that Father Linder 
saw conditions very clearly and 
realistically, regarding slums as 
economic conditions that cripple peo- 
ple. He quoted Martin Luther King on 
the need to integrate religion with real 
life, going beyond the vertical ap- 
proach, noting that Monsignor in his 
30 years in the priesthood has been 
making changes on both the horizon- 
tal and vertical planes, getting the at- 
tention of the world’s movers and 
shakers. “Bill Linder is about the em- 
powerment of people, from Babyland 
to seniorland and all in between.” 
Finally the bishop remarked that 
unlike the current “jingoism of the 
rainbow coalition, New Community 
was doing it long before some people 
knew how to spell rainbow coalition.” 
This statement evoked enthusiastic 
and spontaneous applause from the 
congregation. 

Offertory gifts were carried to the 
altar by members of Monsignor’s fami- 
ly. As the choir sang ‘‘Give us peace, 
O Lord. Send us peace, O Lord,” the 
clergy and congregation exchanged 
warm handshakes and other signs of 
peace and joy. 

After communion Cecilia Faulks, 
NCC’s Human Resources Director and 
New Community’s first employee, 
read letters of congratulations from 
Governor Jim Florio and U.S. Con- 
gresswoman Marge Roukema. James 
DuBose of the Essex County Sheriff s 
Office, former head of NCC Security, 
read acitation from Daniel J. Dalton, 
New Jersey Secretary of State. The 
political community was represented 
at the liturgy by State Senator Jack 
Ewing. 

As the liturgy was ending Mon- 
signor stepped to the microphone to 
thank all who had come to celebrate, 
noting that he had crossed out some 
names from the guest list because he 
thought it would be difficult for them 
to get there. To his surprise many per- 
sons arrived anyway, and he said wry- 
ly of the committee, "They pay no at- 
tention to me. Today that’s all right, 
but tomorrow...” He let his remark 
trail away as laughter erupted from 
the congregation. One guest who was 
a particular surprise was Juan Soto, 
NCC’s first Director of Maintenance, 
who had returned to Puerto Rico to 
live. 

Monsignor added a final anecdote 
about Mary Lou Williams, recallinga 
performance of the Jazz Mass at Queen 
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of Angels that had included the great 
Dizzy Gillespie. After mass Father 
Linder thanked him for the Offertory 
selection he had performed. Dizzy 
Gillespie opened his instrument case, 
took out his horn, and proceeded to 
give a private — and memorable — con- 
cert for the few remaining persons in 
the church. 

All were invited to continue the 
celebration in the park behind St. Rose 
Rectory where a bountiful picnic 
awaited the guests. Hundreds of peo- 
ple then poured out into the sunshine 
to line up for barbecued chicken, ribs, 
hot dogs, hamburgers and sausages; 
several varieties of salad; many 
Hispanic food specialties; fruit in real 
watermelon “baskets” with “30” carv- 
ed out of the handles; beverages, 
Italian bread; pastries; and finally 
cake and cookies. 

Adults and children alike enjoyed 
the fabulous food, which had been 
prepared by NCC’s food service depart 
ments and St. Rose parishioners. The 
lively beat of the Latino band lured 
some onto the dance floor, while others 
enjoyed relaxing in the shade of the 
huge lawn umbrellas. Children climb- 
ed the playground equipment to their 
heart’s content. As persons of many 
cultures and colors mingled and en 
joyed the day, it was apparent that 
Bishop Francis’ remarks about NCC 
being a rainbow coalition were par 
ticularly apt. 

Monsignor Linder enjoyed his 
celebration, chatting with all, and 
graciously posing for pictures with 
anyone who asked. As he stood still for 
a photo with his friend and classmate, 
Rev. Kevin P. Ashe, the fulfillment 
and happiness he has found in 30 years 
of ministering to the people of God was 
evident in his smile

New Health Care Program Offered

There is something for everybody 
at the St. Rose Flea Market. 
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Besides its natural sense of progen- 
itor ‘Father’ has had a number of other 
meanings among which were: any 
ancestor, near or remote; a founder, i.e. 
the first ancestor of a tribe; a benefac- 
tor, providing for others as a father; a 
teacher, a priest, a prophet. 

The position and authority of the 
‘Father’ as the head of the family is 
assumed and sanctioned in Scripture. 
The father represented the whole 
family, the property was held in his 
name, and all was under his super- 
intendence and control. The Father, as 
the head of the household, had the 
obligation imposed upon him of bring- 
ing up his children in the fear of God, 
making them well acquainted with 
the precepts of law, and acting as their 
instructor and guide. He was the fami- 
ly provider and protector. Filial duty 
and obedience to the father was strict- 
ly enforced and any outrage against 
him, such as rebellion against his 
authority was made a capital offense. 
(Exodus 21:15; Deuteronomy 
21:18-21). 

Today, one seldom hears or reads 
about good nuclear families in which 
there are caring mothers and respon- 
sible fathers, but nevertheless loving 
families as a unit, are the norm. 
Fathers reliably work to provide for 
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their families; are faithful non-violent 
companions to their spouses; worthy 
role-models for their children; good 
citizens obeying the laws of God and 
man. They vote; take an interest in 
their communities; have clean habits; 
bills, and aspirations. One aspiration 
is a better life for their children whom, 
at home, they teach the traditional 
biblical values and the difference bet- 
ween right and wrong.

Saint Rose of Lima School has been 
providing opportunities for students to 
volunteer in outreach programs. For 
at least two years, the students have 
participated in a Christian Servicve 
Course three hours a week during the 
last three months of school.
